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s | Groundbreaking ceremony held for new high school 


"It's been a long time coming," says 
Principal Dr. Effie Grear.

For parents, students and 
educators: Monday's ground- 
breaking ceremony for the new 
Glades Central High School 
was a welcomed sight. 

The $26.7 million building, 
scheduled to open in January 
1996, was approved in a 1986 
bond issue to replace the crum- 
bling Glades Central High 
School built in the 1940's. 

The school board in 1987 first 
rejected and then accepted a 
site next to West Technical 
Education Center for the high 
school, which supporters said 
would help students learn a 
trade. 

But, Blacks on the Serious 
Side, a Belle Glade advocacy 
group, sued in 1991 because 
the site was near #prison, a 
dump and a proposed site for 
sugar cane scraps. 

The school board decided last 
year to buy the 87 acres near 
Pioneer Park closer to Palm 
Beach Community College, 
South Bay and central Belle 
Glade for $538,333. 1,100 stu- 


dents from South’ Bay and 
Belle Glade currently attend 
Glades Central High School. 

Students Carla Little and 
Michon Wiggins of Belle Glade 
were excited Monday. They 
said they would have been 
scared to go to school close to a 
prison and they've grown tired 
of the run down building. 

"We just want a new high 
school for everybody. The new 
generation's coming up,” said 
Little, who's going into 10th 
grade. "A new high school will 
help promote the students to 
learn better in a new atmo- 
sphere.” 

Michon 15, agreed. 

Students don't want to come 
to school because they say it's 
all torn down and stuff, and 
maybe if we get a new school, 
then maybe students will want 
to come.” 

Principal Dr. Effie Grear 
spoke at the groundbreaking 
ceremonies Monday: She said 
the event has been a long time 
coming and until she sees the 
actual building, she won't 
believe it’s happening.

Ever

The overwhelming majority 
of farmers in the agricultural 
areas south of Lake Okee- 
chobee are very optimistic that 
a successful settlement of the 
Everglades dispute is only days 
away, according to the Florida 
Sugar Cane League. 

"We are inches apart from an 
agreement that will set a 
national standard for solving 
environmental problems,” said 
Andy Rackley, vice president of 
the League. "The conclusion of 
these negotiations will result in 
the restoration of the Florida 
Everglades and the preserva- 
tion of 40,000 jobs in South 
Florida. 

"Farmers and representatives 
of the South Florida Water 
Management District, the U.S. 
Attorney's office and the State 
of Florida have worked dili- 
gently and cooperatively during 
the mediation process. 

The process now moved to the 
national level, where Secretary 
of Interior Bruce Babbit is 
reviewing the proposed solu- 
tion.

doing an excellent job and all 
sides have demonstrated their 
commitment to a mediated 
solution. Due to the complexity 
of the issues, it is not possible 
to complete the negotiations 
prior to the expiration of the 
stay of litigation today, but that 
fact will have no bearing on our 
effort to successfully conclude 
our negotiations.
